Bringing  A  Battered 
Marion's  Bird  Island  Gains 

There  are  certain  tell-tale  images  which  will 
forever  remained  linked  to  New  England  —  the  stoic 
sight  of  a  lumbering  whaling  bark  cutting  the  waves 
as  it  ventures  out  to  sea;  the  rocky-lined  coastal 
shores  upon  which  waves  are  dashed  into  a  spray  of 
white  mist;  and  the  grandeur  and  craftmanship 
which  went  into  the  many  lighthouses  and  beacons 
which  dot  the  shores  and  islands  throughout  most 
remote  coastal  communities. 

Undoubtedly,  there  is  a  certain  mystique 
attached  to  each  and  every  lighthouse  structure 
which  has  been  erected  along  the  New  England 
shores.  Tales  abound  of  lighthouse  keepers  who 
have  risked  life  and  limb  to  help  bring  ships  into 
safe  waters  through  treacherous  storms  and  natural 
disasters.  Other  more  eerie  stories  tell  of  the  ghosts 
and  spirits  of  dead  pirates  and  former  seafarers  who 
light  the  beacons  so  the  living  may  not  fall  victim  to 
their  same  whimsical  fate  of  the  sea. 

But  whether  you  subscribe  to  such  tales  or 
not,  one  thing  remains  undisputed  —  these  once  all- 
important  navigational  aids  are  historic  landmarks 
which  are  worthy  of  being  preserved  for  future 
generations.  They  are  part  and  parcel  of  the 
character  of  New  England. 

One  such  area  structure  which  once 
beckoned  ships  into  Marion  harbor  and  offered  them 
safe  passage  to  Cape  Cod  is  now  signalling  for  help 
from  local  residents.  Marion's  Bird  Island 
Lighthouse  has  remained  dark  and  gone  without 
extensive  maintenance  for  nearly  20  years.  Although 
some  minor  work  was  done  to  the  edifice  in  1976  in 
honor  of  the  country's  Bicentennial  celebration,  over 
the  years  both  weather  and  vandalism  have  taken 
their  toll  on  the  37-foot  white  brick  structure  located 
at  the  east  side  of  the  entrance  to  Sippican  Harbor. 

"The  main  thrust  of  our  effort  is  not  only  to 
restore  the  lighthouse,  but  keep  it  functioning,"  said 
Charlie  Bradley  of  the  recently-formed  Bird  Island 
Preservation  Society.  "Just  getting  it  restored  and  lit 
is  one  thing  ...  but  we're  also  looking  to  maintain  it 
from  now  on." 

Mr.  Bradley  noted  that  was  the  reason  they 
decided  to  form  the  Preservation  Society.  He  said 
that  with  an  organization  in  place,  people  would  feel 
more  comfortable  that  their  short  term  work  would 
yield  long  term  results.  When  a  restoration  effort 
was  attempted  in  1976,  interest  in  the  lighthouse 
quickly  petered  out. 


Beacon  Back  To  Life 

Local  Restoration  Support 

"The  last  time  this  was  attempted  ...  they 
managed  to  get  the  light  working,"  he  said.  "But 
then  interest  died  out  and  nothing  was  done  to 
maintain  the  lighthouse.  Now  we  have  people  who 
are  really  interested  in  making  this  an  important 
local  landmark  ...  much  like  Ned's  Point  is  in 
Mattapoisett" 

Built  in  1818,  the  Bird  Island  Lighthouse  was 
once  as  prominent  and  important  in  guiding  sailors 
into  Buzzards  Bay  as  the  one  located  at  Gay  Head  on 
Martha's  Vineyard.  A  revolving  light  system  was 
installed  some  thirty  feet  above  the  sea  and  encased 
in  a  black  iron  beacon  atop  a  twenty-five  foot  stone 
tower.  The  revolving  light  was  later  changed  to  a 
stationary  red  beacon  consisting  of  six  lamps  instead 
of  ten. 

Over  the  years,  the  lighthouse  was  put  under 
the  watchful  eye  of  many  a  light  keeper,  all  of  whom 
lived  with  their  families  on  the  island  itself  within  a 
small  house  which  has  long  since  vanished  from  the 
site.  In  fact,  the  Hurricane  of  1938  managed  to 
destroy  nearly  every  structure  on  the  island  with  the 
sole  exception  of  the  lighthouse  itself. 

Of  course,  the  historic  site  is  not  without  its 
mysterious  legends.  Supposedly  a  man  named 
Moore  was  sent  to  the  island  in  1819  to  work  as  light 
keeper  as  punishment  for  a  crime  he  committed. 
Moore  was  given  no  boat,  and  was  said  to  have 
performed  his  duties  faithfully,  possibly  in  fear  of 
some  worse  punishment.  Supplies  were  brought  to 
the  island  by  Captain  Blankinship  of  Marion. 

Moore's  wife,  who  was  sent  to  the  island

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with  him,  was  said  to  have  attempted  to  escape  at 
least  three  times.  But  her  husband  managed  to 
thwart  each  attempt.  A  visible  grave  located  on  the 
approximate  three-acre  tract  of  land  is  purported  to 
be  her  final  resting  place.  Legend  also  claims  that  a 
bottle  was  buried  with  her,  containing  a  message 
explaining  her  death. 

One  of  Marion's  elder  residents  recalled  that 
when  the  light  keeper's  stone  house  was  torn  down 
in  1889,  a  letter  was  found  in  a  secret  compartment 
near  the  cellar  entrance,  along  with  a  gun  to  which  a 
cord  had  been  tied  to  lower  the  weapon  into  the 
hidden  compartment. 

Several  unanswered  questions  remain:  Did 
Moore  kill  his  wife  with  the  gun  while  trying  to  stop 
her  from  escaping  and  then  hide  it  in  the 
compartment?  Or,  did  his  wife  use  the  gun  to  kill 
herself  when  she  found  it  impossible  to  escape  from 
the  island?  And  what  of  the  now-lost  letter  which 
was  left  with  the  gun  and  the  supposed  message  in  a 
bottle  buried  with  her? 

The  Bird  Island  Lighthouse  was  officially 
decommissioned  in  1933  and  with  the  death  of  her 
last  light  keeper,  George  "Cap'n  Gus"  Gustavus, 
much  of  her  rich  history  was  swallowed  up  by  myth

and  legend.  But  Charlie  Bradley  hopes  the  new 
Preservation  Society  can  serve  another  purpose  in 
collecting  data  about  the  historic  site  which  can  be 
recorded  for  posterity. 

"In  another  ten  years,  most  of  these  people 
around  today  who  have  knowledge  of  the 
(lighthouse's)  history  are  going  to  be  gone,"  he  said. 
"I'm  hoping  we  can  also  work  toward  getting  a 
grant  and  funding  to  research  its  history  and  maybe 
publish  a  book  on  Bird  Island."

Selectmen  Daniel  Mahoney  then  read  and 
proposed  the  adoption  of  the  Proclamation  for 
National  Safe  Boating  Week  for  June  5-11, 1994.  The 
proclamation,  dedicated  to  the  70  million  who 
choose  boating  as  a  recreational  activity,  reminds 
boaters  to  Boat  Smart,  Boat  Safe  and  Boat  Sober.  The 
Mattapoisett  Board  of  Selectman  urged  all 
Mattapoisett  voters  to  observe  the  proclamation  year 
round. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  is  scheduled  for 
June  6  at  7:30  pm.  Article  20,  which  deals  with 
Curbside  Pickup  and  Disposal  of  Recyclables  which 
will  be  voted  on  at  the  Town  Meeting,  was  referred 
to  the  Board  of  Selectman  in  order  that  a  Town 
Election  could  be  scheduled  for  June  14, 1994  to 
cover  the  override  contingency  in  the  event  the 
article  passes  via  Town  Meeting  vote. 

The  override  election  is  required  to  achieve  a 
voting  levy.  It  was  noted  that  the  decision  to  pass 
Article  20  would  require  the  town  to  appropriate 
$54,000  over  a  three  year  period.  Giving  a  contract 
for  Curbside  Pick-Up  to  an  outside  contractor  would 
save  the  town  approximately  $10,000  a  year  in 
payments  made  to  SEMASS.

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address  the  meeting  and  explain  the  ten-year 
revaluation  of  property  taxation  and  its  impact  on 
town  residents.  The  Board  had  planned  a  three-day 
schedule  to  handle  questions  regarding  the  new 
appraisals  and  found  the  three  days  had  to  be 
extended  to  four  as  additional 
people  called  for  clarification. 

Mr.  Fay  asked  the  press  to  remind  residents 
that  if  they  were  unable  to  get  to  scheduled  sessions 
they  would  have  30  days  after  receiving  their  new 
tax  bill  to  file  for  an  abatement  if  the  amount  is 
found  to  be  in  error.  Mattapoisett  has  had  to  borrow 
some  $900,000  in  tax  anticipation  money  to  cover 
expenses  until  the  tax  bills  can  be  mailed  and 
collected. 

Ms.  Adams  publicly  thanked  Jim  and  Mary 
Jane  Dougherty  for  their  contribution  of  a  sign  they 
had  designed  locally  and  posted  on  the 
Harbormaster's  Building  as  notice  of  businesses  and 
tourists  sites  and  other  attractions  in  the  area.  Ms. 
Adams  also  recommended  that  a  no  parking  area  be 
marked  in  an  easterly  direction  from  the 
Harbormaster's  Building  running  approximately  80 
feet  or  as  determined  by  the  town's  safety  officer.

The  boater  operating  under  the 
influence  of  alcohol  might  not  see  a  warning  buoy,  a 
swimmer,  or  an  approaching  boat  or  be  able  to  react  in 
time  in  order  to  avoid  disaster. 

Operating  a  boat  under  the  influence  of  alcohol  is 
not  only  risky,  it  is  illegal.  Those  who  operate  a  boat  while 
under  the  influence  are  subject  to  fines. 

The  operator/helmsman  is  not  the  only  one  at  risk 
in  drinking  and  boating.  Alcohol  can  affect  balance. 
Impaired  balance  and  the  motion  of  a  boat  can,  and  too 
often  does,  lead  to  falls  overboard,  a  leading  cause  of 
boating  fatalities.
